| When Lusitania Sinks 


LONDON, May 10.—The Illustrated London Herald says there 
were on the Lusitania fifty babies who were lesa than twelve months 
old and more than 100 others whose ages did not reach two years,

their own lifebelts to put around the little ones, but it was useless, 
and about 150 of the infants, itis calculated, died from exposure, 
They were afterwards seen floating in the water with lifebelts tied 
around their little bodies, but they were past saving. 

‘Their mothers recovered consciousness in the rescuing boats, 
only to find that the little ones they were hugging to their bosoms 
were dead. One mother lost all her three young children, one six, 
one four, and the third a baby in arms, six months old. She herself 
lives. “She held up the three of them in the water, shrieking for 
help. When rescued by a boat party the two eldest children were 
dead. Their room was required in the boat, and the mother was 
brave enough to realize it. 

“Give them to me, she shrieked. ‘Give them to me, my bonnie 
wee things. I will bury them. They are mine to bury, as they were 
mine to keep.’ With her hair streaming down her back and her 
form shaking with sorrow, she took each little one from the rescuers 
and reverently placed it in the water again, and others in the boat 
wept with her as she murmured a little sobbing prayer to the ‘Great 
God above,’ but her cup of sorrow was not yet completed, for just 
as they were landing, her third and only remaining child died in her 
arms. 

KINSALE, IRELAND, May 10.—The coroner’s jury which has 
been investigating the deaths attending the loss of the Lusitania to- 
day returned the following verdict: 

“The jury find this appalling crime was contrary to international] 
law and the conventions of all civilized nations, and we therefore 
charge the officers of the submarines and the German emperor and 
the government of Germany under whose orders they acted, with 
the crime of wilful and wholesale murder.

War of Civilization 
' Against Barbarians 


LONDON, May 10.—Writing on the subject of employment by 
the Germans of asphyxiating gas, the eye-witness with the British 
headquarters in France says in a communieation issued by the 
official press bureau to-day : 

“It is quite certain that the events of the past fortnight opened 
a new phase in the struggle.. We know now that Germany is bound. 
by no principles and by no agreement of any sort or kind ; that she 
is actuated by a spirit of savagery, which, if not utterly crushed, 
will strike at the very root of European civilization, and that this is 
no longer merely a national war, but a struggle of civilization 
against barbarians. ‘ 

“The scenes that have been enacted during the last few days, 
the sight of their comrades crawling about in agony, moaning for 
water, and dying in their tracks like poisoned vermin, has aroused 
a feeling in our troops—and it is to be hoped throughout the British 
empire—which, however terrible the struggle before us, will not 
allow us to rest until we exact full retribution from those responsible 
for these horrors.’’ ‘ 

The eye-witness, as an instance of the “almost incredible spirit 
of savagery which’ animates the German,” tells of a Prussian officer 
whose life was spared even in the heat of acharge. While the 
officer was being escorted to the rear past some of our men who 
were lying in agony on the ground, fighting for breath as their 
lungs were filled with fumes, he stopped, looked at them, then burst 
out laughing and pointing to the prostrate forms, said : ‘What do 
you think of that?” ,

Victoria, B.C., May 10.—A crowd 
of four or five hundred strong last 
evening gave expression to the local 
feeling of indignation over the drown- 
ing of the Lusitania passengers by 
raiding the premises of the ‘Deut- 
seher Verein” and -the “‘Blanshard” 
hotels, formerly the ‘‘Kaiserhof."” 
Led by a large party ot soldiers in 
uniform, the mob broke: down | the . 
doors of the German club and - drag 
ged ail the furniture in sight to the 
street, where it was smashed to 
atoms. 

They then paraded, carrying a pic- 
ture of King George before’ them, 
and amid cheers and enthuSiasm that 
could not be checked by either the 
civilian or the military police, made 
for the Blanshard hotel. Making 
their way to the bar, short work 
was nrade of mirrors, cut glass, ete. 
By this time the assembly had in- 
creased in size. The rigg leaders had 
been joined by others, and the auth- 
orities were confronted with a diffi- 
cult problem. The fire department 
was asked to turn out to give the 
mob a shower bath, but the firemen 
absolutely refused. As far as known 
no one was seriously hurt. 

Damage variously estimated at be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000 was done 
to the wholesale premises of Messrs. 
Simon Leiser & Co. The premises 
of Moses Lenz, on Yaites Street, were 
attacked, and the crowd looted large 
quantities of the contents, and did 
likewise to the wholesale premnses 
formerly nranaged by Carl Lowen- 
‘berg, ex-German consul here.

Thea sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S‘ask- 

_ atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 


each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may. 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
neside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land.

{ THE FIELD TELEPHONE 


The field telephone plays an import- 
Ant part in the operations of modern 
armies on active service. By means- 


of it the whole army is kept in touch’ 
with /the headquarters, and orders” 
that in the old days would take per- 
haps an hour or more to send from 
one part of the fighting line to another 
by an orderly officer, can now’ be 
transmitted in a couple of seconds. 

The line !s laid in sections, each 
section being of greatly varying 
length, from a mile to ten miles. At 
the end of each section an officer takes 
the message and communicates the 
order he receives over the line to the 
Officer at the next section. 

Directly the place for headquarters 
is fixed, after any movement of the 
army, the telephone linesmen begin 
laying the line. The work is done 
very rapidly. I have seen the lines 
laid from one wing of the army to 
the other and connected up with head- 
quarters in half an hour when the 
right and left wings lay a hundred 
miles apart, says an observer. 

In this war the work of laying the 
wire has sometimes been carried out 
under tremendous difficulties. I was 
with a party of linesmen who were lay- 
ing the line along a ridge of high 
ground about a couple of miles in 
length when the enemy suddenly be- 
gan to shell the ridge. 

This was about four o'clock in the 
morning, when it was just getting 
light. We had to finish the last quar- , 
ter of a mile under severe fire, and{ 
we did it in record time.

OF HOHENZOLLERNS

Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany Is the 
embodiment of the Hohenzollern idea.

assumed’ the rank and title of King 
of: Prussia. Thus the royalty whose 
pretensions have become so inordin- 
ate, and so perilous to European 
liberty, is little more than two cen: 
turies old. 

If we divide those two centuries 
roughly into four periods of ahout 
fifty yenrs each, we shall find that 
each half-century in the history of tha 
new Royalty has been marked by a 
successful feat of unscrupulous ag: 
gression, accomplished by a mixtura 
of force, cunning, and fraud. Tho 
date of the first of these performances 
is 1740, when Frederick the Great, 
taking advantage of the death of tha 
Austrian Emperor .and the disputed 
succession of his daughter, in violation 
of a solemn and recent covenant, and 
without declaration of war or any 
diplomatic preliminary whatsoever, 
forcibly seized the Province of Silesia, 
and thereby involved his country in 
a war which established his own fame 
as the greatest commander of the age. 
From the vicissitudes of the Seven 
Years’ War, he emerged with Silesia 
still in his possession. 


Schleswig-Holsteln Question 


The second great extension of the 
Hohenzollern power was achieved by 
the three famous “partitions” of Po- 
land (1778, 1793, 1795)—transactions 
of which Austria and ‘Russia shared 
the guilt and the profits. 

The Schleswig-Holstein question 
worried European diplomacy for more 
than a quarter of a century. The 
three duchies were part of the king: 
dom of Denmark) but the people, who 
mostly spoke German, were not satis- 
fled with their position under the 
Danish crown. Their desire was to 
become a German duchy. 

In 1864 Prussia put and end to the 
long trouble in characteristic fashion. 
The grandfather of the present Kaiser, 
grasping a favorable opportunity ai: 


{forded by. the demise of the Danish 


crown, persuaded Austria to join 
Prussia in’ an armed occupation of 
the Provinces. Denmark was invaded, 
the moral.support which Great Britain 
offered to the Danes proved to be 
“moral” only’and of no practical use, 
the Danes were defeated and, brought 
to their knees, and the provinces 
remained in joint possession -of the 
invading Powers. In the division of 
spoil, Holstein was allotted to Aus: 
‘tria, Schleswig to Prussia, and to the 
small province of Lauenburg Austria

this was not the end. The King of 
Prussia possessed the advantage of 
proximity, and soon turned it to ac. 
count. He picked a quarrel with his 
ally, and then—in deflance:of his own 
Parliament, which refused to supply 
to the army—suddenly marched into 
Holstein, turned out the Austrians— 
and the” annexation was complete. Of 
moral right in this acquisition there 
was not even a pretence. 
_Alsace and Lorraine 


There is no need to dwell on tho 
fourth of the long series of acts of 
successful aggression—the annexation 


in 1870, of Alsace and Lorraine. It] - 


extended the Hohenzollern dominions 
for the first time to the western, or 
French, side of the river which forms 
the natural and the ancient division 
between Germany and France. 

It is harcly necessary to add that, 
in all these proceedings, the desires 
and sentiments of the people of Silesia 
Poland, Schleswig, Holstein, Lauen- 
burg, Alsace and Lorraine counted 
for nothing at all. hey had no 
Divine right. The view natural toa 
Hohenzollern would be that the an- 
nexations were parts of a plan de 
signed by the Almighty for the ame- 
iforation of humanity through His 
chosen instrument, the Hohenzollern 
family, and that it was the obvious 
duty of the persons concerned to be 
satisfied. When the family ambitions 
are in any way thwarted by the per- 
verse and forward, a Hohenzollern, 
even when inflicting the necessary 
chastisement, is not angry; he is only 
grieved that mankind should be so 
sinful. 

It cannot be doubted that the pre- 
sent head of this remarkable family 
cherishes the most pious respect for 
the conduct of his ancestors, and 
feels that he cannot do better than 
assimilate his own behavior to the 
sacred example.

Even before the war rush 
commenced the firm was employing 
60,000 men at their main works at 
Essen and thousands of ‘others in 
their collicries, ship building yards, 
and private testing grounds.

ed, upon the Government in connec- 
tion with the purchase of submarines 
on the day before the outbreak of 
war. A determination was manifest- 
ed to ailing every incident which 
had occurred during the hurry, stress 
and confusion of organizing, equip- 
ping and despatching within — six 
weeks an army of not less than 
33,000 men. The ‘tremendous dis- 
location of the world's ‘business 
which followed the outbreak of war 
had naturally its effect upon Canada. 
The condition was courageously met 
by the Goverament at the August 
session; and at the February ses 
sion, in order to proserve the finan- 
cial stability of the country, the 
Minister of Finance was obliged to 
propose certain special war taxation 
as well as an increase in the tarifi 
by which, ever since 1867, the prin- 
cipal portion of the revenue had been 
raised. 

The Liberal party met in caucus, 
and adopted the policy of utilizing 
and exploiting for party advantage 
the difficulties thus created by the 
war. Prominent members of the par- 
ty were put up to attack the Gov- 
ernment’s proposals as unpatriotic 
and disloyal, and to declare that 
they were not bona fide proposals for 
raising revenue to meet the war's 
necessities, ‘but were designed to give 
undue assistance and encouragement 
to what they termed the privileged 
clusses. Eventually this was follow- 
ed up by Sir Wilfrid Laurier himself, 
who characterized the proposals of 
the Government as of Gern.an con- 
ception and moved a vote of want 
of confidence. ; 

In the meantime literature for the 
same purpose was prepared = under 
the direction of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
and many different pamphlets have 
been distributed in enormous num- 
hers during the past five or six 
weeks.

A By-law of the City of Red Deer 
to raise by way of loan the sum of 
$1,400.00 for the purposes ‘herein 
mentioned. 

WHEREAS under the authority of 

By-law No. 323, a By-law of tha City 
of Red Deer to raise by way of loan 
the sum of $10,000.00, the said sum 
was authorized to be used in paying 
the City’s-share of the cost of con- 
structing cement walks, curbs and 
gutters on certain streets therein 
mentioned, which sum has been al- 
ready actually expended in the said 
works and the said works are not 
completed. : 
_ AND WHEREAS under the author- 
ity of the said By-law debentures of 
the City of Red Deer to the amount 
of $10,000.00, bearing interest at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum re- 
payable in thirty equal consecutive 
annual instalments of principal and 
interest were issued and sold at the 
sum of cighty-seven cents on the 
dollar of the par value of the said 
debentures. 

AND WHEREAS by reason of the 
said debentures not realizing their 
par Value there is a shortage on ac- 
count thereof of the sum of $1300.00. 

AND WHEREAS it is estimated by 
the Council of the City of Red Deer 
that the cost of issuing and promul- 
guting this By-law and raising the 
said sum will amount to $100.00, 
making a total of $1400.00, which is 
the amount of the debt intended to 
be created by this By-law.

CRITICISM LEVELED 
AT “MADE-IN-CANADA” 


Who is Most Loyal—the Man Who 
Pays the Duty or the Man Who 
; Provides Work? 


Nothing succeeds like success! The 
“Made-in-Canada” appeal has been so 
all-pervading during the past few 
months that it has stirred up critic- 
ism here and there among some Can- 
adians. This is perhaps the best 
tribute possible to the compelling 
force of the movement, which has 
swept over Canada since the war be- 
gan. If the propaganda for the pur. 
chase of products made by Canadian 
workmen in Canadian factories was 
lacking in strength or logic, if it was 
not meeting with a ready response 
from the great majority of Canadian 
consumers, no one would pay any 
attention to it. It would perish of 
neglect. It becomes interesting, 
therefore, to note some of the isolated 
objections that have been raised 
against it. 

Not a Huge Monster 

The commonest criticism rung 
something like this: That the pur. 
chaser who buys a_ foreign-made 
article pays a certain sum of money 
in the form of customs duties on it 
This money goes to the National 
Treasury, helps run the country and 
helps keep our soldiers on the firing 
line. Whereas if the purchaser buys 
“Made-in-Canada” product no duty 
flows into the National Treasury, and 
according to the theory of the critics 
@D amount corresponding to the cus. 
toms duties is pocketed by the manu 
facturer in the form of increase’ 
profits. Those who take this positio: 
cannot see beyond the manufacturer 
That is their difficulty. To them the 
captain of industry is an obsession 
They regard him as a huge monster. 
reaching out for every dollar that the 
Canadian consumer has in his pocket, 
and thinking nothing of the welfare 
of Canada or her citizens as a whole. 


The Case of Plows 

One Western farmer has written a 
letter to a prominent Western farm 
paper explaining that he bought an 
American-made plow because the duty 
on it would go to the Government. 
Has this correspondent no regard for 
the thousand workmen or so who 
would be -mployed in the Canadian 
plow company, whose goods h* re 
jected in favor of the foreign article? 
Do ttiey do nothing for Canada? Are 
they of no value to the community 
in which they are working and spend. 
ing their wages? Are they not con- 
tributing through their daily pur- 
chases just as large a portion of our 
national revenue as is the farmer? 

In the transaction in question this 
particular farmer paid, we will say, 
$8 to the Dominion Government in the 
form of duty. A Canadian plow fac- 
tory the writer has in mind in a 
Western Ontario town would probab!y 
average 1,000 employes, whose aver- 
age wage would be $60 per month, 
or $720 per year. Every dollar of 
this income is spent in Canada. It is 
spent for food and clothing, house 
furnishings, etc., some of which will 
necessarily have to be imported, and 
on which duty will be paid. Assum- 
ing that the average employe only 
pays 2 per cent. of his income out 
in the form of customs duties or $15 
in round numbers in a year, we have 
a contribution from the employes of 
this factory alone of $15,000 to the 
national exchequer. 

A Bad Example 

If every farmer followed the ex- 
ample of our correspondent and 
bought a plow made in United States 
there would be no plow factories in 
Canada, and not only the $15,000 con- 
tributed to the national revenue by 
this one firm’s employes would be 
lost, but also thousands of dollars by 
the employes of other plow and im- 
plement factories, which would be 
forced to close down through lack of 
business. And what of the trades- 
men who supplied these Canadians 
with the necessities of life, and the 
mechanics who  uilt their homes, 
pated their streets and operated their 
transportation systems? What of the 
doctors, lawyers, school teachers and 
clergymen who minister to their so- 
cial and spiritual needs. 

It is a peculiar strain of patriotism 
that would impel a Canadian today 
to send his money to a foreign country 
for a foreign product, to build foreign 
workshops, to develop foreign towns 
and cities, and increase prosperity in 
a foreign country at a time when his 
fellow citizens are suffering from lack 
of employment, when there are bread- 
lines in some of our cities, and when 
we are straining our national re. 
sources as never before to keep the 
wheels of industry turning and the 
Ship of State on an even keel. This 
is not a time for individual choica 
and action. It is a time for national 
co-operation. Keep the workmen In 
Canadian plov factories employed. 
Busy workmen will keep our national 
revenue buoyant and achieve the ob. 
ject which our Western friend had in 
view when he bought the foreign plow.

HUNTING THE SNIPERS 


Concealed Germans Made it Uncom- 
fortable For British Outposts 


Writing to London Answers Private 
8. Benneson of the 2nd Manchester 
Regiment tells of a hunt for German 


sharpshooters. 
We relieved a company in the 
trenches, and our officer picked six 


men and a corporal and sent us over 
to a farm about fifty yards away, he 
says. We were to reconnoitre, and to 
see if there were any snipers anywhere 
about. 

We looked everywhere, but found 
none, so it was decided to leave us on 
guard, and to post a double sentry 
every two hours to watch for snipers. 
I had my two hours with a chum, and 
went into the farmhouse, where I 
thought I would have a. wash and a 
shave, becuuse I had a nice ilttle 
beard through having missed shaving 
for ten days. When I got inside 1 was 
surprised to find some people there, 
hidden away in a kind of underground 
cellar. 

There were some children, and four 
of the people were very old men, who 
eculd hardly walk. 

When we told them that we were 
friends, they made us coffee, and | had 
the luxury of hot shaving water. But 
I had hardly commenced — shaving 
when a shot rang out, and a bullet 
went whizzing past the gate. 
that, arfyone who passed near the 
gateway was shot at by a sniper, who 
was hidden away somewhere. The 
people tried to tel! us where, but we 
couldn't understand them, so we sent 
for our officer, who managed to reach 
us under cover of a trench, and he at 
last made out from the people that 
two Germans had been in a loft all 
night and had fired shots at us every 
now and again. 

We found that their last hiding- 
place was the top of a haystack. They 
must have seen that we were after 
them, however, because when we 
reached the haystNck we discovered 
their knives, helmets, bayonets, etc; 
but they had left in a hurry.

Young offenders are 
not branded as ceriwénals, nor are 
they treated as wild animals. They 
‘are looked upon as human beings, 
»big with potentialities, and are giv- 
en a fair opportunity to make good 
in life. 

These principles that we have enun- 
ciated may sound commonplace, but 
society has too long neglected them. 
‘Even yet there are those who look 
askance at some of them. Their conm- 
plete adoption will do much to de- 
crease our criminal population. The 
todern sociologist must get back to 
them if he wishes to build upon bed

910,000). 

CAN'T TELL DURATION.

($218,190,000) over the total of last
